Health Minister Fred Horne 
announced a shake-up at the 
top levels of Alberta Health 
Services Tuesday, with its ap¬ 
proximately 80 vice-president 
positions being pared down to 
just 10. 

While the government says 
most of those vice-presidents 
will be “re-profiled” into new 
positions, five were let go 
Tuesday, costing an estimated 
$2.1 million in severance pay. 

Horne stressed the chan¬ 
ges, prompted from a struc¬ 
tural review he ordered ear¬ 
lier this year, were minor and 
would not have an impact on 
frontline care. 

“We are not re-inventing 


the entire health-care system. 
We are talking about a rela¬ 
tively small number of very 
senior positions,” he said. 

Horne said Alberta has 
everything it needs to dehver 
high-quahty health care, but 
it had to make sure those re¬ 
sources were being focused on 
patients. 

“We are a good system, but 
we have eveiything we need 
to be a great system,” he said. 

Guy Smith, president of 
the Alberta Union of Provin¬ 
cial Employees, who repre¬ 
sents 40,000 AHS employees, 
said the changes are overdue 
and much needed, but says 
frontline workers will want to 
see actions not words. 

“They are going to take 
all of this with a grain of salt. 


they need to see the proof in 
the pudding,” he said. 

Wildrose leader Danielle 
Smith was unimpressed with 
the announcement, noting 
most of the vice-presidents are 
staying in the organization. 

“Changing the titles on 
people’s business cards is not 
restructuring health care,” 
she said. 

Horne also announced he 
would not be replacing the 
AHS board that was termin¬ 
ated earlier this year. Horne 
did announce that Janet 
Davidson, who led the review, 
would be appointed deputy 
minister of health. 

John Cowell, who led 
the Alberta Health Quality 
Council, will take over for 
Davidson.

Women’s 
shelters see 
space crunch 

Edmonton’s biggest women’s 
shelter took 2,800 crisis calls 
last year, but had beds for only 
409 women. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
asked for a report on the issue 
because of concerns local 
shelters were seeing a reduc¬ 
tion in funding, which came to 
the city’s community services 
committee Tuesday 

The report revealed fund¬ 
ing was static, but at least 
one facihty is worried about 
staying open. 

Janine Fraser, executive dir¬ 
ector of WIN house, said the 
group’s shelter for immigrant 
and minority women does not 
have sustainable funding. 

“We know that this is a 
veiy victimized marginahzed 
population, but if we don’t 
have funding we just can’t do 
it,” she said. 

Fraser said they are work¬ 
ing with the province, who 
have already provide short¬ 
term funding for the 10-bed 
shelter, but they don’t yet have 
guaranteed long-term fonding. 

She said generally there 
just isn’t enough shelter space 
in the city. 

“We have a huge tum-away 
rate. We have a big capacity 
issue,” she said. 

She added that eveiy 
woman they have to turn 
away has an average of three 
children, who also remain in a 
potentially abusive situation. 

Mandel said he definitely 
wants to see more done, but 
said the community will 
have to rally to address the 
problem. 

“This is sad that these 
women have no one to stand 
up for them,” he said. “We 
need to find ways to raise the 
awareness of this problem.”

EPSB adds student 
trustee to board 


Pilot project. ‘Our 
goal is to see student 
trustees on every school 
board in Canada,’ 
ambassador says 


In what wiU be an Alberta first, 
a high school student will sit on 
the Edmonton Public Schools’ 
board of trustees next faU. 

EPSB trustees voted unani¬ 
mously on Tuesday to imple¬ 
ment the pilot project begin¬ 
ning in the 2014-2015 school 
year. 

The motion to add an elect¬ 
ed student representative to 
the board was brought forward 
by board chair Sarah Hoflhnan, 
who was contacted about the 


idea by 19-year-old Claire Ed¬ 
wards. Hoffman told fellow 
trustees that the project would 
allow students to engage in a 
democratic process and add 
their voice. 

“A lot of the issues that 
we’re engaging with right now, 
we haven’t actually lived in the 
cultural or the climate that stu¬ 
dents are actually living in,” she 
said. “The world has changed a 
lot from the time I was in high 
school.” 

Edwards, an ambassador for 
Student Voice Alberta, which is 
working to get student trustees 
on boards across the province, 
urged trustees to support the 
motion at Tuesday’s meeting. 

After nearly an hour of dis¬ 
cussion, including questions 
surrormding logistics, compen¬ 


sation and the election process, 
trustees voted unanimously to 
support the pilot project. 

“It’s been a long time com¬ 
ing and I’m so glad it’s unani¬ 
mous. That’s so amazing,” an 
excited Edwards said following 
the vote. Edwards admitted 
she would have loved the op¬ 
portunity to serve as a trustee 
when she was in high school. 

“While I maybe didn’t have 
the channels to voice my con¬ 
cerns in high school, I wanted 
to provide that opportunity to 
others,” she said. 

The university student plans 
to work closely with the board 
as they iron out the details. 
“I’m excited about making this 
our ovm and making this work 
here in Edmonton.”

A proposed $6.7-million arts 
common project on Alberta Av¬ 
enue has been sent back to the 
drawing board. 

The project came to city 
coimcil Tuesday looking to free 
up $4 million in funding for the 
project from the city. The rest 
of the funding was supposed to 
come from grants and fundrais¬ 
ing. 

The facility was proposed as 
a two-stoiy complex on the for¬ 
mer Alberta Cycle building site. 
The building would have studio 
space on the ground floor along 
with a new home for the Car¬ 
rot Commrmity Cafe. On the 
second floor would be space for 
10 artists to live on site. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel said 
he was disappointed to see such 
a huge city investment coming 
with such little return. 


“What we are doing is giv¬ 
ing 10 people a huge subsidy 
on their rent,” he said. 

Mandel said he wanted to 
see other options that didn’t 
rely so heavily on city funds 
and that also looked at involv¬ 
ing the private sector. 

“I have got to believe there 
is a financial model that works 
better than what you have 
done,” he said. 

Mandel said he also couldn’t 
understand why they would 
relocate the Carrot from its 
existing space. 

linda Hufifnan, executive 
director of Arts Habitat, said the 
delay is disappointing, but it is 
worth exploring other ideas. 
“It is always important to make 
sure that council and those 
people funding something like 
this are fully confident.” 


Local air force veterans receive overdue honour 


Michael Kutyn remembers 
being the lead navigator 
of a 1,000-plane raid over 
wartime Europe in 1944. 
Then 22, the Alberta native 
survived seven subsequent 
plane crashes over England, 
India and Cairo and got the 
Distinguished Flying Cross 
from King George VI of Eng¬ 
land. 

But it took until Tuesday, 
at a ceremony at the Alberta 
Aviation Museum, for the 
now 91-year-old Kutyn and 
six fellow veterans of Bomber 
Command to get recognition 


from the Canadian govern¬ 
ment for their heroic efforts. 

“This has been a long 
time coming, and our gov¬ 
ernment is tiying to right 
a wrong,” said Minister of 
Veterans Affairs Julian Fan- 
tino. “Their contribution was 
downplayed, but these men 
and those who didn’t survive 
— we’re proud to recognize 
them for their service.” 

Edmonton Centre MP Lau¬ 
rie Hawn told the recipients 
of the Bomber Command 
Bar and family gathered that 
while these veterans haven’t

been given their due in the 
past, he’s thankful for days 
like this.

Along with the Bomber 
Command Bar, the Canadian 
government helped create 
a new memorial in London, 
England, honouring bomb¬ 
ers from all Allied countries.

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University of Alberta. 
Researchers make key 
immune response discovery 


Medical researchers at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta have made a 
key discoveiy that could one 
day lead to better solutions 
for cancer and anti-viral treat¬ 
ments. 

The findings, recently pub¬ 
lished in the peer-reviewed 
Journal of Immunology, center 
on how the immune system 
kills healthy cells while at¬ 
tacking infections. 

When the immime system 
launches an aggressive attack 
on infected cells, healthy tis¬ 
sues and cells can be killed or 
damaged in the process, accord¬ 
ing to previous research. 

Faculty of Medicine & Dent- 
istiy researcher Colin Anderson 
and his team, which included

colleagues from the United 
States and the Netherlands and 
U of A grad students, discov¬ 
ered the mechanisms in the 
immime system that cause this 
“overkill” response.

U.S. President Barack Obama 
made an impassioned pitch to 
Americans on Tuesday night 
to support his push to punish 
Syria for purportedly gassing 
its ovm citizens, assuring a war- 
weary nation that a mihtaiy 
strike is necessary because 
“this is not a world we should 
accept.” 

“When dictators commit 
atrocities, they depend upon 
the world to look the other way 
until those horrifying pictures 
fade from memoiy,” Obama 
said in a televised address from 
the White House at the end of 
a day of breakneck develop¬ 
ments on the Syrian crisis. 

“But these things happened. 
The facts carmot be denied. 
The question now is what the 
United States of America and 
the international community 
is prepared to do about it, be¬ 
cause what happened to those 
people — to those children — 
is not only a violation of inter¬ 
national law, it’s also a danger 
to our security.” 

Obama took to the airwaves 


amid hopes that a diplomatic 
solution is at hand, one en¬ 
gineered by Russia, a frequent 
U.S. antagonist and Syrian ally. 
Bashar Assad’s regime said it’s 
accepted Russia’s proposal to 
place its chemical weapons 
under international control for 
subsequent dismanthng. 

Such a move, if sincerely 
implemented, could avert 
the need for American mil- 
itaiy intervention. The Rus¬ 
sian proposal hit a snag later 
Tuesday, however, when Rus¬ 
sian President Vladimir Putin 
objected to a French proposal 
involving the United Nations 
Security Council. 

Nonetheless, Obama said 
he’d asked Congress to post¬ 
pone a vote on authorizing a 
mihtaiy strike in Syria as Secre¬ 
tary of State John Keny heads 
to Geneva on Thursday to meet 
with his Russian counterpart 
to discuss a possible resolution.

Pot can trigger psychosis 
in those prone to it: Study 


A national study on pot use 
and psychosis released by the 
Schizophrenia Society of Can¬ 
ada (SSC) on Tuesday shows 
the drug can trigger and 
worsen psychosis in young 
people already prone to the 
psychiatric disorder. 

The research is part of an 
SSC project funded by Health 
Canada that aims to give 
young people pause before 
they light their first joint. 

“Hopefully it’ll inform kids 
as to whether or not to use 


cannabis based on a know¬ 
ledge of their family’s (men¬ 
tal-health) history,” explained 
SSC CEO Chris Summerville. 

“Does marijuana specific¬ 
ally in and by itself cause a 
mental illness? No. But does it 
make your risk greater? Yes.” 

Summerville said past 
research has shown young 
people who are already vul¬ 
nerable to psychosis are four 
to seven times more hkely to 
become ill.

Arctic waters 


Three killed in 
unexplained 
helicopter crash 

Three people are dead after 
a Canadian Coast Guard 
helicopter crashed in Arctic 
waters during a routine pa¬ 
trol to check ice conditions.

Quebec. Politicians 
swiftly condemn plan 
to ban religious symbols 
for public employees 


Quebec would become the 
only jurisdiction in North 
America to impose a sweep¬ 
ing ban on religious clothing 
for public employees, includ¬ 
ing at schools, hospitals and 
courthouses, under a “Charter 
of Values” whose details were 
released Tuesday. 

If adopted, the plan would 
apply to hijabs, kippas, turbans 
and large crucifixes worn by re- 
hgious public servants. 

It would impose a career- 
or-faith dilemma on judges, 
police, and prosecutors; pufec 
daycare workers; teachers; hos¬ 
pital workers; and employees at 
state-run hquor stores. 

The early reaction suggests 
the plan will not pass in its 


present form, which leaves two 
likely outcomes: it will either 
be watered down or kept intact 
for later use as an election issue 
when the Parti Quebecois seeks 
a majority government. 

The minister responsible 
for the plan presented it as a 
guarantor of equahty within a 
secular state. 

“Quebec is increasingly a 
multiethnic, multireligious 
society,” said minister Bernard 


DrainviUe. “This is a great 
source of richness. It’s also why 
we need clear rules.” 

The details were swiftly 
slammed by much of the poht- 
ical class. 

The federal government an¬ 
nounced that it will seek the 
advice of the Department of 
Justice and then head to court 
if the proposal is deemed to vio¬ 
late fundamental rights.

For every serious mafia 
drama like Carlito’s Way, 
there is another film that 
doesn’t take the La Cosa Nos¬ 
tra as seriously.

This weekend Robert De 
Niro, who won an Oscar play¬ 
ing Vito Corleone in The God¬ 
father: Part 11, and Michelle 
Pfeiffer, who played a gang¬ 
ster’s moll in Scarface, team 
up for The Family, a darkly 
comedic mafia movie. 

The film also features Sop¬ 
ranos star Dominic “Junior 
Soprano” Chianese and Vin¬ 
cent “Big Pussy” Pasture in a 
stoiy about notorious crime 
family the Manzoni’s, who 
find themselves relocated to 
Normandy, France as part of 
the witness protection pro¬ 
gram. Trouble is, they have 
some difficulty blending in 
with the locals. 

This isn’t the first time De 
Niro has played his tough guy 



image for laughs. In Analyze 
This and its sequel Analyze 
That, he’s Paul Vitti, a mob 
boss who suffers from panic 
attacks. 

To help him through he 
hires psychiatrist Dr. Ben 
Sobel (Billy Ciystal). 

“What is my goal here?” 
asks the doctor. “To make you 
a happy, well-adjusted gang¬ 
ster?” 

The first movie was a big

I would not bike 3,000 miles 



The green way is the easy way 


It’s about as close to being coddled as 
self-supported cycling gets. 


Just to be the person 
who did the entire 
corridor. You're better 
off choosing a smaller 
chunk when cycling 
Quebec's La Route Verte 


Quebec’s 3,000-mile bicycle 
network, La Route Verte, has at¬ 
tracted plenty of buzz since Na¬ 
tional Geographic named it the 
world’s top cycling destination 
in 2007. But who’s got time for 
3,000 miles? Most cyclists will 
want to plan a trip for a few 
days or a week, and that takes, 
well, legwork. 

That legwork unfolded over 
months and included scroll¬ 
ing through goofily translated 
French-to-English web pages in 
search of useful information, it 
culminated with rides on two 
distinct routes in late summer: 
the P’tit Train du Nord (Little 
Train of the North) rail trail, 
running for more than 160 
km north of Montreal; and a 
staggeringly beautiful stretch 
along the St. Lawrence River 
from Quebec City east toward 
the Gaspe Peninsula. This route 
is also a compelling trip by car. 

Route Verte, or green way, 
is a carefully managed network 
of ofi-road trails, dedicated 
bike lanes and quiet countiy 
roads, sometimes linked by 
moderately busy roadways 
with decent shoulders — noth¬ 
ing too hair-raising. Its routes 
have shuttle services, and ac¬ 
credited establishments are 
obliged to offer healthy, hearty 
food, safe storage for bikes and 


access to repairs and shelter. In¬ 
spectors come around to check 
on that. It’s about as close to 
being coddled as self-supported 
cycling gets. 

The P’tit Train du Nord jour¬ 
ney went down smooth and 
easy — call it the milk choco¬ 
late dip. About half is paved; 
the rest is fine-crushed stone. 
Towns pop up where you need 
them as you sweep past pla¬ 
cid lakes, rushing waters and 
mixed stands of hardwood and 
softwood forest. 


The St. Lawrence is more 
intense, an explosion of garden 
flowers, wildflowers, dramatic 
river vistas, commanding 
churches in stoiybook villages 
and gastronomic adventures. 
Gall it the Glassique Noir dip of 
the ice cream shop. 

In both areas, it’s hit and 
miss tiying to converse in 
English in small towns or 
rural areas, though easier in 
cities and at tourist attrac¬ 
tions. But efforts by visitors 
to tiy even a bit of tortured 


French are welcomed. 

So is Quebec worthy of the 
world’s best biking destina¬ 
tion? 

The Little Train of the North 
pulls its weight as an enticing 
bike trail, probably better than 
the St. Lawrence for families 
and anyone who doesn’t want 
to mess with a single car while 
on the bike. For American cyc¬ 
lists, though, there are equally 
terrific rail trails that may be 
closer to home. 

Route Verte 1, however, is 
surely in a league of its own. 
Its farther reaches will be what 
draw cyclists back, with a pit 
stop, of course, for ice cream, 
if the pontine do the trick first.

A tail of two routes 


• P’tit Train du Nord (Route 
Verte 2 ). Get off at the 
shuttle at Lac-Saguay, 

20 miles short of Mont 
Laurier, to do the trail 
in two days. A gentle 
downhill slope, pavement 
and well-spaced amenities 
makes for an easy 40 -plus 
miles on the first day. The 
route is lined with pristine 
wooden outhouses. 

Yep, outhouses. If you 
can, check out LAchillee 
Millefeuille, a bed and 
breakfast in La Conception 
where, for $ 5 , the pro¬ 
prietor will drive guests 
to Mont Tremblant and 
retrieve them a few hours 
later. On day two, aim for 
60 miles of cycling. Expect 
a climb spanning 10 miles. 


• Quebec City to Saint-Jean- 
Port-Joli (part of Route 
Verte i). A three-hour 
drive from Saint-Jerome 
will put you in Levis, with 
time to visit Quebec City 
across the river. A $5 ferry 
provides an efficient and 
scenic way to reach Old 
Quebec and its astonish¬ 
ing architecture, murals 
and shops — no car 
necessary. Levis has a 
few charms of its own. 

A paved riverside path 
looking out on Quebec 
City provides two lanes 
for cyclists and one for 
pedestrians. In the testy 
world of biker-walker rela¬ 
tions, this is the height of 
civilization.

1. Crust: In large bowl whisk 
flour and salt. Add chilled olive 
oil and using fork, mix imtil oil 
is incorporated and mixture is 
consistency of small peas.

Shaped into 
a 6-inch disk, wrap tightly in 
plastic wrap and refrigerate for 
at least 1 hour.

It’s obvious that picking a 
new Cadenza is supposed 
to be a no-brainer decision. 
Not that you won’t want to 
examine it thoroughly be¬ 
fore your purchase, but with 
a generous amount of built- 
in luxury and convenience 
hardware/software, picking 
your colour scheme just 
might be the only scheming 
you have to do. 

The Cadenza’s introduc¬ 
tion is a significant one for 
Hyundai’s subsidiary. The 
brand that once sold mainly 
small cars and wagons to 
younger, first-time buyers, 
has gradually expanded its 
lineup to include a variety 
of smartly styled vehicles 
that look nothing like their 
Hyundai counterparts. 

The Cadenza is a prime 
example of this philosophy. 
It’s similar in size to, and 
shares the same stretched 
architecture as the Hyundai 
Azera, a model sold only 
in the U.S. However Kia de¬ 
sign boss Peter Schreyer (a 
rock star in the automotive 


design world) has taken a 
totally unique approach 
in shaping the Cadenza’s 
sheetmetal. His efforts have 
yielded a subtle-looking 
sedan that conveys a great¬ 
er sense of class and pol¬ 
ish than the Azera with its 
trendier looks. Clearly the 
Cadenza is Kia’s attempt 
to gain favour with more 
mature buyers who place 
pampering content on their 
must-have list. 

Pushing the starter but¬ 
ton engages a 3.3-litre V6 
with 293 horsepower and 
255 pound-feet of torque 
and connected to that V6 
is a six-speed automatic 
transmission with steering- 
wheel-mounted paddle 
shifters. 

Although the Cadenza 
seems to be geared for older 
buyers, the car’s “sport- 
tuned” suspension is some¬ 
what firmer than that of 
some of its competitors, 
but still returns a good ride 
without a lot of clattering 
from underneath.

seat and dual-zone climate 
control with front and rear- 
seat ventilation.

Common issues 


On a test-drive, inspect the 
ceihng hner and footwell 
carpeting for signs of 
moisture resulting from a 
leaky sunroof assembly. A 
transmission that shifts 
harshly, shps or responds 
unfavorably to throttle 
inputs may require having 
its computer brain wiped 
out and reprogrammed by 
a CMC technician. Have a 
mechanic inspect the under¬ 
side of the Acadia for signs of 
fluid leakage from the shock 
absorbers, transmission, en¬ 
gine timing covers and AWD 
system, and to be sure the CV 
axle boots are in good shape. 
A fairly well-documented 
problem with the Acadia is 
a timing chain wear issue, 
which could be expensive to 
fix should it occur. To protect 
yourself from this potentially 
big issue, opt for a model 



with as much of the lengthy 
GMC powertrain warranty 
remaining as possible, and 
be absolutely sure the model 
in question was treated 
frequently to high-quality 
oil changes. Finally, pop the 
hood and have someone turn 
the steering wheel fully from 
one side to the other. You’re 
listening for any questionable 
‘overloaded’ sounds from 
the power steering system, 
which typically come just 
before power steering system 
failure.

On his first crazy trip to Chile with fellow 
writer Tim Cahill. 


American Highway was 25 
years ago, and instead of mo¬ 
toring south to the Colchugua 
Valley in a nimble and sporty 
Elantra, it was north in a diesel 
pickup truck. It wasn’t my lov¬ 
ing wife beside me but burley 
Montana-based Rolling Stone 
magazine writer Tim Cahill. 

The interior of the Elantra 
is neat and tidy. There’s perfect 
instrumentation, my iPhone 
on the centre console and lap¬ 
top computers in the back seat 
beside a Nikon digital camera. 

Want to touch base with 
home? Simply pick up that 
iPhone and call, text or email. 
No need, we’ll be in Santa 
Cruz, hub of the Colchugua 
Valley wineiy area, settled into 
the cozy Hotel TerraVina in 
an hour. Our biggest problem 
will be deciding whether to tiy 
the upscale Itahan restaurant 
across the vineyard or the cute 
Peruvian one down the road 
for a late sunset dinner. 

Twenty-five years ago when 
Tim and I were at this point in 
the first production 1988 CMC 
3500 diesel Sierra pickup, 
things were different. We had 
driven non-stop for three days 
from Ushuaia on the Argen¬ 
tina side of Tierra del Fuego, 
about the same duration since 
Lisa and I arrived in Santiago. 

The Sierra was filthy in¬ 
side and out. Tired and wound 
tight with what lay ahead, we 
looked and smelled the part; 
bleaiy-eyed young men bent 
on setting a new Guinness rec¬ 
ord for the quickest time from 
the bottom to the top of the 
Americas. We were hoping to 
rendezvous with a container 
ship in Carthana, Columbia on 
day 11 of the quest. We had no 
iPhone, laptop computers or 
digital cameras because they 
did not exist. Texting, email, 
fax machines or a freeway Chil¬ 
ean sector of the Pan American 
Highway? Dream on. 

“Take the Carrtera del Vino 
exit four kilometres past San 


Fernando, then it’s about 45 
minutes to the hotel,” Lisa 
says, snapping me out of the 
daydream. 

Driving Chilean secondaiy 
roads is like playing an arcade 
game. Traffic moves at a hvely 
chp and tailgating seems a na¬ 
tional sport as drivers prepare 


to pass. There are lumbering 
transport trucks, bicycles and 
farm equipment to avoid and 
road signs can be ambiguous, 
but the agile Elantra and I are 
one as we get into the rhythm 
of “el road.” 

“It keeps you on the defen¬ 
sive but driving here is fun, 
Lisa,” I laugh while overtaking 
a massive Scania tractor-trailer 
creeping up a steep hill. Over 
the next week we shp into 
vacation mode. Life at Hotel 
TerraVina surrounded by a 
seemingly endless vineyard is 
relaxed. Awake with the sound 
of songbirds, breakfast mid- 
moming, lunch at a wineiy 
wraps up as late as 4:30 p.m. 
then dinner at about 10. 

We drive an hour to the 
Pacific coast one afternoon, 
but Chile’s built-in air con¬ 
ditioner — the Humboldt 
Current that pushes cold, 
nutrient-rich deep water onto 
its 4,000-kilometre coasthne 
— keeps the coastal temper¬ 
ature 15 C, cooler than inland 
locales such as the Colchagua 
Valley. 

A week in Chile’s premium 


wine-making area tucked in 
the Andean foothills 220 kilo¬ 
metres south of the sprawl¬ 
ing capital Santiago is like an 
all-inclusive holiday, indeed. 
However, rather than being 
trapped in the confines of a 
Caribbean or Mexican beach 
resort with throngs of North 
American vacationers, Col¬ 
chagua Valley, with its meand¬ 
ering back roads, superb win¬ 
eries and funky commercial 
hub, Santa Cruze, is a resort all 
its own. 

On the 11th day, we load 
the Hyundai for the three-hour 
drive back to Santiago and our 
flight home. As we pull onto 
the Pan American freeway, 
my mind again drifts back 25 
years. 

On day 11 of the Pan Amer¬ 
ican Challenge, Tim Cahill and 
I were approaching Carthana, 
Columbia, right on sched¬ 
ule. We had crossed Chile’s 
Atacama Desert, avoided the 
Shining Path Maoist guerrilla 
insurgents in Peru, conquered 
Equador’s mountain passes 
and been at gunpoint 21 times 
on the 60-hour run through 
Columbia. The CMC Sierra was

I just love it when a great 
author “goes automotive.” 
Kurt Vonnegut does so on 
occasion in his 2005 collec¬ 
tion of essays, A Man With¬ 
out a Country, which 1 re¬ 
read last weekend. 

It’s dark stuff. He is very 
critical of the human race, 
and not too optimistic 
about our future, but he al¬ 
ways delivers his news with 
such humour and elegant 
prose that you want him to 
keep going — keep telling 
us why we suck so much. 

Consider this rant: 
“Evolution can go to hell 
as far as 1 am concerned. 
What a mistake we are. We 
have mortally wounded this 
sweet life-supporting planet 
— the only one in the whole 
Milky Way — with a century 
of transportation whoopee.” 

Ouch. I’m a deep prac¬ 
titioner of this kind of 
whoopee. So are a lot of 
other people. 

But he kind of used to be 
one of us. Kind of. 1 didn’t 
know Vonnegut used to be 
the owner and manager 
of an automobile dealer¬ 
ship until 1 read his essay, 
1 Used to be the Owner and 
Manager of an Automobile

This was back in the 
1960s, and he sold Saabs. He 
didn’t think much of them. 

“Unlike other cars, but 
like your lawn mower 
and outboard, it had a 
two-stroke rather than a 
four-stroke engine. So every 
time you filled your gas, 
you had to pour in a can 
of oil as well. For whatever 
reason, straight women did 
not want to do this.” 

Even if straight women 
did this, the oil and gas 
thing presented problems 
whenever you left your Saab 
parked for a length of time. 

“The oil would separate 
from the gas and sink like 
molasses to the bottom of 
the tank,” writes Vonnegut. 
“So when you started up 
again, you would lay down a 
smokescreen like a destroy¬ 
er in a navel engagement. 

“And 1 actually blacked 
out the whole town of 
Woods Hole at high noon 
that way, having left a Saab 
in the parking lot there 
for about a week. 1 am told 
old timers there still won¬ 
der out loud where all the 
smoke could have come 
from.” 

In all the essays in this 
book Vonnegut is either be¬ 
moaning what people have 
done or become, or joking 
about it, or explaining why 
jokes are necessary. 

He believes humour and 
art are how a lot of us cope 
and/or rail against fear, not¬ 
ing that most great works 
of literature “are all about 
what a bummer it is to be a 
human being.” 

It’s Vonnegut’s genius to 
simultaneously make the 
reader feel bummed out 
about human beings, but 
also proud of being one at 
the same time. 

Consider this excerpt 
about when he was a POW 
in Dresden during the 
Second World War: “While 
we were being bombed 
in Dresden, sitting in a 
cellar with our arms over 
our heads in case the ceil¬ 
ing fell, one soldier said as 
though he were a duchess 
in a mansion on a cold and 
rainy night, T wonder what 
the poor people are doing 
tonight.’ Nobody laughed, 
but we were still all glad he 
said it.”

How much does a car cost?

vehicles will give you an 
initial overview, it’s import¬ 
ant to look at long-term re¬ 
ports as a new model ages, 
to see if recurrent problems 
crop up.

Keep your eye on the bot¬ 
tom line, Raby says. “It’s not 
just how cheap your month¬ 
ly payment will be, but 
what you will end up paying 
in the end. You could buy a 
car for $20,000, but it could 
cost you $30,000 when it’s 
all stretched out.”
